The  Student  Activity  Budget 
may  be  broken  down  into  three 
major  areas  of  funding.  These 
include  the  four  class  accounts, 
Student  Government  services, 
and  Interclub  Finance. 

Each  class  is  allotted  $5.00  per 
student  for  its  activities.  These 
activities  have  included  every- 
thing from  the  Harvest  Festival 
to  Winter  Carnival's  week  of 
events. 

The  Student  Government's  ser- 
vices cover  a  wide  range  of 
programs  and  activities.  These 
include  the  actual  "office"  ac- 
counts; copy  center  schol- 
arships, student  survival  manual, 
club  telephone  services,  special 
grants  -  including  the  funding  of 
cheerleaders'  equipment,  the 
travel  and  conference  expenses 
of  the  Food  Co-op,  and  the 
purchase  of  CPR  manikans,  and 
legal  services.  Student  repre- 
sentatives were  also  sent  to 
several  Student  Advisory  Com- 
mision  conferences,  the  N  S  A  / 
N  S  L  convention,  and  the 
Massachusetts  State  Student 
Association  conference. 

In  addition  to  these  services  the 
Student  Government  subsidizes 
the  Rhetoric  (student  newpaper), 


Saxifrage  (yearbook),  and  the 
Runehaven  (student  literary  ma- 
gazine). The  Saxifrage  and  Run- 
ehaven publish  yearly;  the  Rhe- 
toric on  a  bi-weekly  basis. 

The  major  contribution  to  stu- 
dent activities  is  through  the 
Programs  Committee  of  Student 
Government.  This  committee  has 
sponsored  a  film  series,  coffee- 
houses, concerts,  theatrical  pro- 
ductions, a  speaker  series,  and 
several  special  events  such  as  the 
Hartford  Ballet,  the  Pocket 
Mime  Theater,  the  Worcester 
Symphony  Orchestra,  the  "Bet- 
ter Late  Than  Never  New  Year's 
Eve  Party",  and  the  Irish  play, 
"The  Dlaunaspie  Triangle." 

The  Student  Activity  Budget 
also  subsidizes  the  activities  of 
over  20  special  interest  clubs  on 
campus.  These  organizations  are 
allocated  funding  through  the 
Interclub  Finance  Commit- 
tee and  represent  social,  cultural, 
academic,  and  athletic  as  well  as 
religious  interests. 

The  aims  of  this  budget  are  to 
maintain  and  where  possible, 
increase,  the  services  and  pro- 
grams offered  to  the  student 
body  at  Fitchburg  State  College.

Food  Stamp  changes

The  commuter's  board  would 
like  to  make  you  aware  of  the 
changes  being  made  in  the  Food 
Stamp  Program.  These  changes 
are  the  result  of  new  regulations 
issued  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  following  is  a  brief  sum- 
mary of  the  major  changes  in  the 
program,  and  the  scheduled 
dates  when  they  become  effec- 
tive. 

JANUARY 1 
IMPLEMENTATION 

•Elimination  of  the  Purchase 
Requirement. 

•Change  to  a  staggered  mailing 
system  for  issuing  ATP's  (Auth- 
orization To  Participate). 


MARCH  1 
IMPLEMENTATION 

•Households  no  longer  need 
cooking  facilities  to  qualify. 

•The  maximum  amount  of  re- 
sources a  household  may  have 
has  been  increased  to  $1,750 
(formerly  $1,500).  Households  of 
two  or  more  with  one  member 
over  60  years  old,  may  have  a 
maximum  of  $3,000  (unchanged). 

•Households  receiving  AFDC, 
GR  or  Refugee  benefits  are  no 
longer  given  automatic  financial 
eligibility.  They  must  meet  the 
financial  requirements  set  forth 
by  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Agriculture  for  Food  Stamp  Pro- 
gram eligibility. 

•Post  High  School  students 
over  the  age  of  18  claimed,  or 
CAPABLE  of  being  claimed,  as  a 


tax  dependent  (by  a  taxpayer 
who  is  not  eligible  for  food 
stamps)  are  not  eligible  to  re- 
ceive food  stamps. 

•Students  of  higher  education 
are  required  to  register  for  20 
hours  of  work  while  attending 
school.  There  are  some  excep- 
tions (such  as  a  student  presently 
working  fewer  than  20  hours,  but 
earning  the  equivalent  of  20 
hours  multiplied  by  the  minimum 
wage). 

•All  students,  18  or  older,  must 
register  for  full  time  work  when 
their  school  recesses  or  a  school 
vacation  will  exceed  30  days 
(unless  otherwise  exempted). 

•Certain  automobiles  may  have 
a  portion  of  their  value  counted 
as  a  resource  available  to  the 
household.  This  will  be  counted 
toward  the  household's  total 
resources. 

INCOME  DEDUCTION 
CHANGES 

•20  per  cent  of  a  household's 
gross  earned  income  will  be 
deducted  for  work  expenses  such 
as  taxes  and  retirement  (no 
longer  able  to  claim  actual  dollar 
amounts). 

•A  flat  $65  deduction  will  be 
given  to  cover  other  costs  (such 
as  dental  and  medical  costs).  No 
longer  able  to  claim  actual  costs. 

•A  maximum  deduction  of  $80 
will  be  allowed  for  dependent 
care  costs. 

•Shelter  costs  in  excess  50  per 
cent  (formerly  30  per  cent)  of  a 
household's  income  AFTER 
other  deductions  may  be  claimed 


as  a  deduction.  A  maximum 
deduction  of  $80  may  be  taken 
for  excess  shelter  costs. 
•COMBINED  deductions  for 
excess  shelter  and  dependent 
care  costs  may  not  exceed  $80.  If 
an  $80  deduction  was  taken  for 
dependent  care,  then  no  deduc- 


tion may  be  taken   for  excess 
shelter  costs. 

PLEASE  NOTE:Supplemental 
Security  Income  (SSI)  recipients 
in  Massachusetts  are  not  eligible 
for  food  stamps  in  this  state 
because  their  checks  contain  an 
additional   amount   of   benefits, 


paid  in  lieu  of  Food  Stamp 
Program  benefits.

Counter-Revolution

John  Singer  was  an  old-time  Mormon.  He  had 
seven  children  -  and  two  wives.  The  Singers 
believed  in  the  old  values,  a  life  lived  by  the 
tenets  of  the  Bible  and  a  simple,  close  -  to  -  the- 
earth  lifestyle.  The  Singer  family  raised  their 
own  vegetables.pork,  beef  and  dairy  products. 
Their  home  was  built  by  John  himself,  and 
much  of  the  furniture  was  hewn  by  his  own 
hand.  The  women  and  girls  wore  long  dresses, 
the  boys  had  long  hair  like  their  father,  In 
short,  the  Singers  were  in  the  20th  Century, 
but  not  of  it. 

The  Singer  children  went  to  the  public  school 
in  the  small  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah  suburb  where ' 
they  lived.  There  were  problems.  The  boys 
were  teased  about  their  hair  and  their 
homespun  clothes.  The  girls  were  forced  to 
participate  in  games  and  sports  their  mother 
considered  "unladylike."  The  home  life  of  the 
Singer  children  was  so  unlike  that  of  any  of 
their  classmates  that  they  made  few  friends  at 
school,  and  they  were  often  derided  by  the 
other  children  because  they  were  different. 

Their  parents  objected  to  the  lack  of  religious 
teaching  and  moral  instruction  in  the  school. 
They  didn't  like  the  herd-like  quality  of  the 
institution.  There  was  very  little,  if  anything, 
the  Singers  did  like  about  the  school  their 
children  attended,  and  they  decided  to  try 
educating  them  at  home. 

John  Singer  knew  that  Utah  was  one  of  some 
30  states  in  the  U.S.  that  provide  statues  for 
home  education  of  children.  He  went  to  the 
local  school  committee  to  ask  for  help. 
Reluctantly,  the  officials  told  Singer  that  there 
were  such  laws,  but  that  they  would  not  advise 
he  try  to  teach  his  children  at  home  as  they 
would  be  receiving  inferior  education.  Singer 
insisted,  and  the  educators  gave  him  an 
elaborate  course  of  study  he  would  be 
expected  to  follow. 

The  course  required  that  Singer,  his  wives, 
and  the  children  be  psychologically  evaluated 
by  a  school-appointed  spychologist,  and  that 
the  children  be  tested  periodically  by  school 
officials  to  determint  if  their  progress  was 
satisfactory  by  the  schools  standards. 

Unfortunately,  John  Singer  went  no  further. 
He  took  the  prescribed  home  study  course, 
agreed  to  the  stipulations,  and  withdrew  his 
seven  children  from  school.  If  he  had  looked 
further  into  the  alternatives  available  to  him, 
he  would  have  found  that  he  had  another, 
better,  choice.  John  Singer  could  have,  as  have 
many  other  families  in  the  United  States  in 
recent  years,  opened  a  private  school.  An 
educated  man.  Singer  could  have  qualified 
himself  as  an  instructor,  and  appointed  his 
wives  to  help  him.  The  family  could  have 
incorporated  and  opened  -  legally  -  with  their 
own  offsDrine  as  the  only  students  in  their  own 
Private  school. 

Of  course,  tests  are  still  required  in  such  an 
arrangement,  but  they  are  based  on  a  different 
set  of  criterion,  providing  for  the  variety  of 
cirriculums  offered  by  different  school  and  not 
based  strictly  on  that  which  is  taught  in  the 
local  school.  But,  as  I  said,  John  Singer  did  not 
know  this,  and  nobody  offered  to  tell  him  about 
it. 

John  was  not  well-liked  by  the  Mormons,  his 
unorthodox  lifestyle  drew  attention  to  a  way  of 
life  originally  likned  specifically  to  their 
religion,  but  which  they  were  trying  now  to 


divorce  themselves  from  and  thus  be  seen  as 
the  wholesome  all- American  Osmond-type  fold 
they  really  are.  The  school  committee,  need- 
less to  say,  looked  askance  at  this  hayseed  and 
his  untraceable  brood.  Their  reaction  to  his 
withdrawing  his  children  from  school  was  to 
sent  their  psychologist  to  his  home  forthwith. 
The  psychologist,  is  a  27  page  report,  decreed 
that  the  Singers  were  unbalanced  psycho- 
logically and  that  all  the  children,  ranging  in 
age  from  14  to  infancy,  were  "brain  damaged." 
He  based  his  findings  on  a  series  of  tests  with 
questions  like  "who  was  Shakespeare?"  and 
"Who  is  Leonard  Bernstein?" 

There  are  frightening  implications  of  the  sort 
that  again  remind  us  that  the  "State"  is 
ever-encroaching  on  the  privacy  and  autonomy 
of  family  life.  We  must,  of  course,  protect 
innocent  children,  if  we  can,  from  suffering 
injury  at  the  hands  of  abusive  and  neglectful 
parents.  We  are  reminded  of  the  many 
gruesome  incidents  pf  abuse  -  some  resulting  in 
death  -  that  occur  in  families.  It  still  seems  to 
me,  however,  that  the  government  that 
governs  best  -  governs  least,  and  that  we 
should  be  very  aware  of  the  insideous 
encroachment  upon  our  individuality  and  our 
freedoms  that  incidents  like  the  Singers' 
represent.

A  Modest  Proposal: 


Dear  Editor, 

It  is  indeed  disturbing  to  see  the  level  of 
nescience  in  which  some  members  of  the 
college  community  apparently  hold  them- 
selves.

To  draw  the  conculsion  that  the  student 
government  structure  and  leadership  is  di- 
rectly responsible  (or  even  indirectly  respon- 
sible) for  the  misdirection  of  the  National 
Government  is  entirely  asinine. 

Might  we  analogize  that  we  are  also 
responsible  for  the  overthrow  of  the  Shaw  in 
Iran  and  the  current  economic  condition  of  the 
country -certainly  not.  This  does  seem  to  be  the 
method  of  thnking  that  Mr.  Bruno  is  utilizing.  I 
would  suggest  that  Mr.  Bruno  research  some 
of  this  statements  before  publicly  broadcasting 
them. 

Mr.  Bruno  hit  the  nail  on  the  head  when  he 
stated  that  student  government  is  only  for 
interested  people.  Try  to  picture  forty  inter- 
ested people  meeting  every  Tuesday  (in  open 
meetings  that  I  don't  ever  recall  seeing  Mr. 
Bruno  attend)  and  trying  to  make  decisions  for 
3500  students-  a  majority  of  whom  don't  give  a 
damn.

This  seems  to  me  a 
rather  cumbersome  process  as  well  as  unpro- 
ductive. 

In  addition,  I  dont  think  that  it  is  significant 
what  a  student  is  "gyrated"  to  do  on  this 
campus  whether  it  deals  with  academics  or 
student  government.  Furthermore,  I  don't 
think  that  another  student's  concerns  are  any 
business  of  Mr.  Bruno's.  I  suggest  that  Mr. 
Bruno  be  concerned  with  Mr.  Bruno's  welfare 
and  what  he  is  "gyrated"  to  do.

To  The  Editor: 

On  Tuesday,  March  13, 1  patronized  the  campus  Pub  so  that  I'd 
be  able  to  combine  three  objectives:  1)  doing  some  paperwork, 
2)  socializing  with  friends  met  at  the  Pub,  and  3)  drinking  a  few 
cups  of  beer.

This  is  to  say, 
few  probably  knew  that  there  would  be  a  movie  in  the  Pub  that 
night. 

In  fact,  I  couldn't 
have  been  more  mistaken  than  I  was  that  night.  Early  in  the 
evening  an  unidentified  man  started  setting  up  some  projection 
equipment  in  the  center  of  the  Pub.  Soon  he  was  ready  to  show 
some  films,  apparently  which  had  been  made  by  amateur 
film-makers.  Consequently,  I  soon  had  to  try  reading  and 
writing  while  the  lights  were  turned  off  to  accommodate  this 
man,  his  projector  and  his  ego.

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Faculty  Faces 

Meet  Dr.GeorgeB.James

"Everybody  needs  to  succeed. 

We  as  teachers  have  to  recognize 

that   on   any   level.",   says   Dr. 

George  James,  Chairman  of

FSC's  Industrial  Technology  De- 
partment. "Our  teachers  have 
got  to  leave  here  with  a  charge  to 
help  young  people  develop  at 
whatever  they  want  to  do." 

A  native  of  Haverhill,  Mass. 
Dr .James  joined  the  Army  after 
graduation  from  high  school. 
Upon  discharge,  he  was  a  stu- 
dent of  machine  design  at  Went- 
worth  Institute.  His  first  job  was 
at  General  Electric  in  Lynn  in  the 
aircraft  gas  turbine  division. 

When  the  Korean  War  began, 
Dr.  James  was  called  back  into 
service  with  the  Army  Second 
Infantry.  It  was  while  in  Korea 
that  he  decided  that  he  wanted  to 
be  a  teacher. 

Returning  to  General  Electric, 
Dr.  James  took  technical  courses 
there  and  then  came  to  Fitch- 
burg  State  College  as  a  full  time 
student  in  LA. 

Dr.  James'  first  job  was  in 
Bedford  where  he  was  vice-prin- 
cipal for  seven  years.  For  the 
following  two  years  he  was 
Project  Director  for  Title  HI  for 
the  Elementary  and  Secondary 
Education  Association  in  Dracut. 
He  then  became  Assistant  Su- 
perintendent in  charge  of  Cur- 
riculum and  Instruction  in  Dra- 
cut. 

"Then  I  did  a  complete  change 
and  went  to  work  for  the  Ealing 
Corp.  in  Cambridge.  I  was  an 
Editorial  Director  with  their 
publishing  division." 

Ealing  Corp.  manufacturers 
scientific  laboratory  equipment 
for  colleges.  They  also  produce 
technical  and  scientific  films. 

"I  guess  maybe  everybody  has 


the  ambition  to  go  back  and  teach 
at  their  Alma  Mater.  I  kept  in 
touch  with  some  faculty  here  and 
an  opening  came  up  in  1970." 

"Shortly  after  I  got  here,  I  got 
involved  in  a  leadership  program 
that  was  Federally  funded  to 
prepare  administrators  for  oc- 
cupational education.  We  taught 
them  how  to  write  proposals  for 
funding. 

The  programs  were  in  curricu- 
lum development  to  development 
of  leadership.  A  lot  of  work  was 
done  in  the  urban  centers  with 
minorities.  These  programs 
aren't  used  on  this  campus  and 
most  people  don't  even  know  we 
did  these  things." 

After  receiving  his  M.A.  from 
Boston  University  and  doing 
couse  work  at  Northeastern,  Dr. 
James  was  awarded  his  Doctor- 
ate from  U. Mass. -Amherst  in 
1972.  He  worked  in  occupational 
education  through  the  Institute 
for  Government  Service. 

Since  Dr.  James  became  Dept. 
Chairman  this  past  Fall,  two 
improvements  have  been  made. 
First,  the  Board  of  Trustees  and 
the  Mass.  Teacher's  Assoc,  have 
agreed  to  unify  laboratory  hours 
to  provide  the  same  number  of 
credits  for  the  same  number  of 
hours  in  all  academic  areas. 

"There  are  pros  and  cons  for 
this.  There  is  not  enough  time  in 
the  shops,  say,  in  production 
furniture.  But  now  we  can  offer 
more  electives.  It  will  also  help  to 
cut  the  class  size  and  we  will  do  a 
revision  of  courses  based  on 
competancy  eliminating  overlap- 
ping. Also,  the  facilities  would  be 
freed  up  for  more  courses." 

"Secondly,  when  we  are  ap- 
proved by  the  Interstate  Certifi- 
cation Compact,  our  students  will 
have  certification  in  thirty-eight 
other  states.  This  is  important 


because  there  are  places  that 
need  LA.  teachers  and  they 
won't  have  to  go  through  a  re- 
certification  in  every  state." 

Dr.  James  also  plans  to  put 
more  emphasis  on  graphic  arts, 
which  he  feels  has  been  some- 
what neglected.  There  will  also 
be  a  push  in  the  Industiral 
Science  program  which  is  rela- 
tively new  here  at  FSC  and 
trains  students  for  industry 
rather  than  teaching. 

"I  see  a  great  deal  of  potential  in 
this  area  and  have  high  hopes  for 
it.  We  are  the  only  school  in  the 
State  College  System  that  has  a 
program  like  this.  We  offer  a 
wide  range  of  technical  exper- 
iences. There  is  also  a  strong 
general  education.  The  combin- 
ation is  ideal  for  educating  a  lot 
of  men  and  women  for  excellent 

careers." 

Dr.  James  has  two  sons,  Mi- 
chael, a  graduate  student  at  the 
University  of  Michigan,  and 
Steve,  a  junior  at  Brown  Univer- 
sity. He  was  recently  married  to 
another  FSC  faculty  member, 
Dr.  Patricia  Barbaresi,  after 
being  widowed  four  years  ago. 

Dr.  James  received  the  Laureat 
Citation  from  Episilon  Pi  Tau  in 
1978.  He  is  past  President  of  the 
Mass.  Industrial  Education  Soci- 
ety and  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
Mass.  Assoc,  of  Occupational 
Directors.  He  is  active  with  the 
American  LA.  Assoc,  and  the 
American  Vocational  Assoc.  Dr. 
James  is  also  a  visiting  professor 
at  Rhode  Island  College  in  their 
Industrial  Education  Dept.  He  is 
also  an  officer  in  the  Fitchburg 
Chapter  of  Phi  Delta  Kappa,  an 
international  organization  for 
those  who  have  made  significant 
contributions  in  education. 


More  symposium 


GRADUATE  SCHOOL 

Graduate  School  is  often  dis- 
missed by  Upperclassmen  for  a 
variety  of  reasons  ranging  from 
finances  to  the  urge  to  leave  the 
campus  scene.  It  would  be  a 
mistake  to  dismiss  this  option 
without  investigation  into  grad- 
uate programs  and  what  they 
mean  in  terms  of  career  possibi- 
lities, ways  to  finance  continued 
education  and  so  forth. 

Information  on  graduate  pro- 
grams will  help  you  in  your 
decision-making  process.  You 
may  obtain  information  from 
professors  in  your  major  field, 
directories  and  general  reference 
books  such  as  the  College  Blue 
Book  and  Peterson's  Guide  to 
programs,  the  staff  of  the  Coun- 
seling and  Career  Center,  college 
catalogues,  and  even  practition- 
ers in  the  field. 

Get  some  background  on  scho- 
ols or  programs  that  might 
interest  you.  Where  is  it  located? 
Do  you  want  to  stay  in  Mass- 
achusetts or  live  in  another  part 
of  the  country  or  world?  Is  the 
specific  graduate  program  small 
enough  to  allow  for  individual 
flexibility.  What  practical  ex- 
periences, internships,  or  assis- 
tantships  does  it  include? 

One  crucial  factor  that  influenc- 
es the  decision  between  work  or 
graduate  school  is  money.  Sev- 
eral options  for  financing  grad- 
uate school  are  available. 

Financial  subsidies  are  available 
forstudents  in  need.  Apply  early 
for  these  funds.  Assistantships 
are  awarded  by  schools  with 
funds  from  alumni,  foundations, 
or  government.  Research,  teach- 
ing, or  office/clerical  work  is 
often  required  in  exchange  for 
the  money. 

Fellowships  are  usually  out- 
right grants  with  financial  sup- 
port varying  with  each  institu- 


tion. Trainee  ships,  usually  fund- 
ed by  the  federal  government  in 
connection  with  a  grant  to  a 
university  for  a  specific  research 
project,  are  graduated  over  the 
period  of  time  needed  to  com- 
plete an  advanced  degree. 
Graduate  work  study  is  increas- 
ing with  funding  to  the  institu- 
tion from  the  federal  and/or 
state  governments.  Loans  are 
available  from  many  sources  and 
should  be  considered  as  a  source 
of  funds.  The  National  Direct 
Student  Loan  Program,  State 
and/or  Federal  government 
guaranteed  loan  programs,  Unit- 
ed Student  Aid  Funds,  and 
various  institutional  loan  funds 
are  some  alternatives. 
In  most  cases,  information  a- 
bout  such  loans  and  scholarship 
aid  is  obtainable  through  the 
financial  aid  office  of  the  school 
that  you  plan  to  attend.  Remem- 
ber, to  keep  the  option  of 
graduate  school  open,  you  will 
need  to  apply  to  schools  by 
January  or  February  if  you 
would  hope  to  obtain  financial 
assistance  by  the  next  fall. 

JOB  HUNT 

Gone  are  the  days  when  em- 
ployers crowded  into  placement 
offices  across  the  country  vying 
with  each  other  to  snatch  up  the 
latest  college  crop. 

Today's  job  hunt  requires  work 
and  initiative.  Once  you've  iden- 
tified your  skills  and  career  field, 
the  next  phase  is  identifying 
potential  employers  by  research 
and  interviews. 

Initially,  you  should  ask:  Do  I 
want  to  work  for  a  company, 
college,  foundation,  government, 
etc.?  Do  I  want  to  work  for  an 
older-established  firm,  or  get  in 
on  the  ground  floor  of  a 
new-smaller  firm  with  growth 
possibilities.  What  kind  of  work- 


ing situations-responsibilities  - 
opportunities  do  I  want? 

With  these  questions  answered, 
you  can  start  researching.  Some 
sources  of  information  include 
local  resources  such  as  news- 
papers, phone  directories,  etc., 
the  Career  Development  Library 
in  the  Counseling  and  Career 
Center,  and  the  College  Place- 
ment Annual,  found  in  the  li- 
brary. 

The  College  Placement  Annual 
lists  employers  and  describes  the 
organization,  plus  the  types  of 
entry-level  jobs  usually  open  and 
the  name  of  the  person  to  whom 
you  should  write. 

Other  sources,  all  available  in 
the  Career  Development  Library 
of  the  Counseling  and  Career 
Center  include:  Directory  of 
Residential  and  non-Residential 
Service  Providers  in  Mass.,  In- 
dustrial Research  Laboratories, 
Directory  of  Community  Re- 
sources, Directory  of  Christian 
Work  Opportunities,  Business 
World  for  Women,  and  American 
Health  Care  Association  Guide. 

In  conjunction  with  this  re- 
searching, the  1979  job  hunter 
will  also  conduct  a  personal 
search,  by  talking  with  key 
individuals  who  might  know  of 
job  openings,  or  have  contacts  in 
your  fields. 

Talk  to  faculty  in  your  field, 
professionals  you  know,  and  staff 
in  the  Counseling  and  Career 
Center. 

Your  object  is  to  find  out  as 
much  information  as  possible 
about  the  organizations  which 
seem  to  most  need  your  skills, 
and  in  this  process,  you  may 
come  up  with  several  job  inter- 
views. 

The  main  point  is  that  you  can't 
sit  back  and  wait  for  jobs  to  come 
to  you.  You  have  to  start  now  to 
find  the  jobs.

Speak  out  on 
batteredwomen

The  guest  speaker  at  the  March 
8  FSC  "Speak  Out"  lecture/dis- 
cussion was  Cam  Streeter ,  of  the 
Montachusett  Task  Force  on 
Battered  Women.  This  presenta- 
tion was  held  in  the  Campus 
Center  Lecture  Hail  at  1:30  PM, 
and  was  a  part  of  the  "Women's 
Week"  activities  at  the  College. 

Streeter  began  her  presenta- 
tion with  a  brief  talk  about  the 
Task  Force  in  the  Montachusett 
area.  She  explained  that  there  is 
a  need  for  volunteers  to  staff 
Hotline  phones.  She  chose  to  let 
the  film  that  she  brought  with 
her  convey  most  of  her  message 
on  the  subject  ofbeing  a  "batter- 
ed woman". 

The  film,  "Battered  Women", 
was  originally  shown  on  nation- 
wide television  as  part  of  the  TV 
program  "Weekend".  It  featured 
interviews  with  the  men,  women 
and  children  involved  in  inci- 
dents of  family  violence. 

In  one  sequence,  a  child  re- 
peatedly hit  his  mother  in  order 
to  get  attention  (Streeter  later 
explained  that  this  was  probably 
because  he  was  used  to  seeing 
her  hit  at  home.) 

The  women  in  this  film  all 
looked  like  anyone  you'd  see 
walking  down  the  street,  except 
that  they  all  stated  they  had 
bruises  and  scars  that  didn't 
show  when  normal  clothing  was 
worn.  (Streeter  again  added  that 
a  favorite  area  for  offending  men 
to  punch  their  wives,  because  "it 
didn't  show,  and  hurt  a  lot",  was 
the  breast). 


This  film  was  a  powerful  ex- 
amination of  a  problem  that  has, 
according  to  research,  existed 
since  the  beginning  of  time,  but 
is  only  now  being  fully  recog- 
nized by  society  as  a  valid  topic 
of  concern.  "Many  of  the  victims 
are  only  now  starting  to  believe 
that  they  can  change  things." 
explained  Cam  Streeter. 

It  is  this  attitude  that  "change  is 
not  only  possible  but  crucial" 
that  Streeter  said  helped  to  get 
the  local  Task  Force  to  work  on 
the  problem  of  domestic  violence. 

Cam  Streeter  explained  that 
she  had  been  a  battered  wife  in  a 
marriage  that  lasted  twenty-five 
years.  She  said  that  when  she 
was  still  involved  in  the  marriage 
there  were  few,  if  any,  vioable 
alternatives  available  to  her.  "It 
was  a  no-win  situation."  she 
stated. 

After  relating  some  of  her  own 
experiences,  Streeter  invited 
anyone  interested  to  comment. 
Two  women  in  the  audience  said 
that  they  had  also  been  battered 
by  their  husbands.  They  also 
agreed  that  the  basis  of  battering 
lies  in  cultural  conditioning-in 
deeply  ingrained  sterotypes  of 
masculinity  and  femininity.  The 
women  also  commented  that 
they  felt  that,  like  victims  of 
rape,  they  were  taught  to  feel 
they  had  "asked  for"  the  vio- 
lence. 

Streeter's  discussion  was  "sti- 
mutating  and  thought-pro- 
voking", according  to  most 
people  there.

Editor  Minich  and  I  were  seri- 
ously involved  in  a  discussion  the 
other  day  about  the  matter  of 
highway  safety-women  drivers 
and  all  that  kind  of  thing  -  when 
she  suddenly  inquired  if  I  might 
be  interested  in  trying  my  hand, 
or  my  pen,  my  mind,  or  all  three 
at  the  task  of  writing  a  faculty 
column.  Apparently,  the  idea  to 
have  such  a  column  had  been 
flapping  around  the  Rhetoric 
office  for  some  time,  like  a  fish 
fresh  out  of  water,  possibly 
floundering.  It  turned  out  that 
the  first  faculty  member  invited 
to  contribute  to  the  column  had 
become  suddenly  and  violently 
ill,  so  a  sub  was  needed  and  here 
I  was  -  or  am,  whichever  you 
prefer,  grammatically  that  is.

Perhaps  you  were  one 
of  those  poor  unfortunates  sub- 
jected to  the  joke  about  the 
"obscene  clone  fall."  If  you  were, 
you'll  probably  recall  that  the 
justification  for  using  this  story 
in  class  was  that  "it  made  an 
important  linguistic  point,"  or 
some  other  intellectual  garbage. 
Or  perhaps  you  were  the  victim 
of  the  "Koala-tea  of  Mercy  is  not 
strained"  story.  This,  we  are 
given  to  believe,  is  a  valuable 
literary  gem.  As  you  can  see, 
they  all  have  their  reasons  for 
telling  the  stories  they  do.  Be 
that  as  it  may,  there  is  just  too 
much  of  this  going  on  and  it 
needs  to  be  stopped.  What  I 
propose  is  that  we  collect  as 
much  evidence  as  possible.  Any 
of  you  that  has  been  the  victim  of 
such  story  should  send  a  trans- 
cript of  the  joke,  along  with  name 
of  the  perpetrator,  to  the  editor 
of  the  Rhetoric.  The  editor  has 
promised  me  that  these  will  be 
published  periodically-giving  cr- 
edit where  credit  is  due  -  if  credit 
is  due.  Ultimately,  we  will  be 
able  to  ban  the  bloody  culprits 
from  this  campus. 

Enough  then  of  the  odd  stuff. 

Let's  get  on  to  the  "bits  and 


pieces."  I  wonder  if  you  're  as 
fascinated  as  I  am  with  the 
remarkable  excuses  that  people 
invent  to  explain  why  they 
haven't  completed  their  class 
work-term  papers,  essays,  pro- 
jects, and  such -or  why  they 
"missed",  or  were  "late"  to  class. 
It  seems  to  me  that  we  ought  to 
be  able  to  help  each  other  out  if 
we  pooled  our  expertise.  As  the 
saying  goes,  "Two  heads  are 
better  than  one."  (One  student 
suggested  to  me  that  what  was 
especially  true  if  you  were  talk- 
ing about  beer.)  What  we  need  is 
an  organization  dedicated  to  the 
function  of  providing  needy  cli- 
ents with  fresh  excuses  for  their 
momentary  lapses  in  dedication 
to  elevated  academic  tasks.  Pos- 
sibly the  local  LUK  Crisis  center 
might  want  to  take  on  this  role, 
but  it  seems  likely  that  they 
would  see  the  needed  expertise 
as  beyond  their  reach.  We  need 
experts,  and  this  campus  has  an 
untapped  pool  of  the  best  talent 
around.  Once  these  people  are 
identified  and  brought  together, 
their  services  can  be  offered  to 
those  of  us  less  able  to  invent 
unusual  explanations  for  what 
we  do. 

Perhaps  it  might  help  as  this 
point  in  my  meanderings  to 
provide  some  samples  of  the 
kinds  of  resources  we're  looking 
for.  We're  looking  for  students 
who  can  create  stories  like  this: 
"I  couldn't  pass  my  paper  in 
because  it  fell  through  the  rust- 
ed-out  floor  of  my  boyfriend's 
car."

They  usually  necessitate  two, 
three,  or  four  days  of  abstinence 
from  school  work.  I  wonder  if 
this  also  calls  for  abstinence  from 
sex  and  drinking,  but  that  is  a 
subject  for  another  column.

J     boom,  bust  or  what?

"In  the  last  column  I  wrote 
about  the  athletic  fee  situation, 
now  I  should  like  to  share  some 
thoughts  with  you  about  the 
general  economic  picture  of  our 
college  as  we  see  the  coming  of 
the  close  of  this  academic  year 
and  are  planning  for  the  next. 
Sometime  later  this  spring  or 
early  summer  the  legislature  will 
pass  and  the  Governor  will  sign  a 
budget  for  the  next  year.  This 
money  represents  what  the  tax- 
payers of  the  Commonwealth  are 
willing  to  provide  to  Fitchburg 
State  College  for  its  educational 
activities. 

There  has  been  much  talk 
during  the  past  few  weeks  about 
the  "crisis"  of  the  budget  and  the 
fear  of  imminent  disaster  facing 
this  college  and  all  of  the  other 
public  colleges  in  the  state.  In  an 
earlier  communique  to  the  facul- 
ty I  suggested  that  we  remain 
calm  and  await  a  clearer  of  the 
final  budget  being  offered  to  our 
institution.  At  this  writing  I 
remain  reasonably  optimistic 
that  we  will  have  sufficient  funds 
to  operate  the  college  in  the  next 
academic  year  as  well  as  we  have 
been  able  to  operate  it  in  the 
current  one. 

During  this  spring,  as  it  has 
been  my  practice  in  each  spring 
since  I  have  been  President,  I 
will  be  making  a  weekly  trip  to 
the  State  House  to  speak  to  rep- 
resentatives and  senators  trying 
to  get  their  support  for  increased 
funds  in  critical  areas  of  our 
budget.  While  it  is  true  that 
Fitchburg  State,  like  any  other 
college,  does  not  receive  all  of  the 
funding  that  we  would  like  to 
attain,  it  is  also  true  that  since 
1976  we  have  received  sufficient 
monies  to  operate  the  college  and 
to  provide  an  excellent  quality  of 
education  for  all  of  our  students. 

Our  budget  is  made  up  roughly 
of  85  per  cent  personnel  costs 
plus  an  extra  10  per  cent  in 
power  costs  for  our  fuel  and 
electric  and  gas  consumption, 
which  leaves  not  much  more  than 
5  per  cent  of  the  total  budget  to 
handle  every  other  aspect  of  the 
campus.  All  supplies,  equipment, 
repairs  of  any  kind,  must  be 
accomplished  with  a  very  small 
part  of  our  budget. 

When  you  think  about  the 
budget  in  these  terms  I  think  you 
will  share  with  me  some  of  the 
enthusiasm  that  I  have  for  how 
amazingly  well  we  do  with  so 
little  money.  It  is  easy  for  any  of 
us  to  complain  about  not  having 
some  particular  thing,  but  on  the 
other  hand  it  is  a  fact  that  we  are 
able  to  accomplish  a  great  many 
things  in  the  course  of  any 
academic  year  because  of  the 
efficient  and  generally  very  hard 
working  staff  that  supports  the 
major  academic  and  student  life 
functions  of  our  institution. 

The  second  largest  source  of 
money  at  the  college  in  any  year 
is  that  provided  through  the 
various  fees  paid  by  all  students. 
In  addition  to  the  athletic  fee, 
about  which  I  wrote  in  the  last 
column,  each  of  you  pays  certain 
sums  of  money  for  a  number  of 
other  services  provided  and  all  of 
these  funds  do  a  great  deal  to 
help  make  the  college  superior. 
The  cultural,  social,  and  athletic 
activities  which  round  out  the 
academic  work  are  supported 
almost  entirely  through  these 
fees  and  every  student  should  be 
pleased  that  these  monies  are 
stretched    very    far    and    good 


programs  are  available  -  which 
means  that  Fitchburg  State  Col- 
lege is  a  total  community  very 
much  alive  and  well. 

The  need  for  concern  about  our 
economic-picture  is  real,  how- 
ever, because  we  are  facing  more 
difficult  times  with  the  general 
economy;  and  there  is  no  ques- 
tion in  my  own  mind  that  some 
form  of  reorganization  of  public 
higher  education  will  occur  as  a 
direct  result  of  the  worry  of  the 
Governor  and  members  of  the 
Legislature  about  needed  econ- 
omies in  the  operation  of  the 
colleges  in  a  period  of  declining 
dollars  and  declining  enrollment. 
Both  education  leaders  and  polit- 
ical leaders  are  stating  more 
publicly  and  more  frequently 
that  some  master  change  is  in- 
evitable and  indeed  imminent,  it 
is  a  very  good  thing  that  Fitch- 
burg State  College  is  a  strong 
institution  because  this  means 
that  we  will  be  able  to  weather 
the  "storm  of  reorganization"  as 
well  as  and  better  than  most 

In  a  column  last  fall  I  indicated 
that  this  was  going  to  be  an 
exciting  year.  I  think  it  is  safe  to 
say  that  my  observation  of  our 
campus  activities  indicated  that 
it  has  been  a  very  good  year  here 

An  interesting  note  to  bring  to 
your  attention  about  the  budget 
is  that  some  members  of  my  staff 
have  been  working  hard  this 
year  in  developing  a  new  pro- 
gram for  bringing  to  the  college  a 
third  dimension  of  financial  sup- 
port to  help  make  us  an  even 
stronger  institution.  I  have 
established  a  group  of  influential 
Fitchburg  area  leaders  called 
'The  President's  Circle."  These 
are  people  who  understand  the 
importance  of  higher  education 
and  believe  in  the  efforts  that  we 
are  undertaking  to  increase  the 
visibility  and  influence  of  Fitch- 
burg State  College  in  our  area.  It 
is  my  hope  that  this  organization, 
coupled  with  the  efforts  of  an 
ever  increasingly  strong  alumni, 
and  parents  and  friends  of  the 
college  will  combine  energies  and 
activities  to  become  a  significant 
funding  source  for  the  new 
Development  Fund  that  I  have 
established  for  the  college.  You 
will  be  reading  more  about  this 
Development  Fund  in  later  is- 
sues of  the  Rhetoric.  Suffice  it  to 
say  at  this  point  that  I  intend 
that  this  effort  will  bring  monies 
to  the  college  to  fill  those  gaps 
that  are  not  now  or  will  they  in 
the  future  be  sufficiently  well 
supported  by  the  operating  bud- 
get. It  is  my  hope  tjwit  we  can  in- 
crease faculty  research  and  de- 
velopment activities,  scholarship 
grants,  and  other  important  ed- 
ucational and  cultural  activities 
as  these  funds  grow  in  value  over 
the  next  decade. 

In  closing,  then,  I  believe  that 
the  budget  situation  for  Fitch- 
burg State  College  when  taken  in 
the  three  elements:  the  monies 
provided  by  the  taxpayer,  the 
fees  received,  and  eventually  the 
monies  derived  from  the  newly 
established  Development  Fund  - 
these  combined  resources  will 
give  Fitchburg  State  College 
sufficient  economic  strength, 
when  combined  with  our  acade- 
mic program  strength  and  gen- 
eral sense  of  community  pride  to 
allow  Fitchburg  State  College  to 
prosper  as  a  result  of  any 
reorganization  of  public  higher 
education  which  might  occur  in 
Massachusetts  within  the  im- 
mediate years  ahead. 
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The  Nursing  Honor  Society  is  a 
new  organization  on  campus  that 
was  established  in  November  of 
1976.  Its  members  are  composed 
of  RNs,  and  Junior  and  Senior 
nursing  students  with  a  cum- 
ulative average  of  3.2,  and  which 
show  active  leadership  roles  both 
on  and  off  campus.  The  society 
has  an  alumni  backing  from  1977 
when  that  group  became  the  first 
alumni  of  the  association.  Past 
graduates  are  eligible  for  mem- 
bership, as  are  nurses  working 
in  the  community  upon  comple- 
tion of  the  proper  requirements. 
The  goals  are  excellence  in 
professional  nursing  and  leader- 
ship in  all  aspects  of  the  in- 
dividuals' lives.  The  local  chapter 
governs  itself  by  electing  an 
executive  board  and  advisors  to 
guide  the  organization.  Because 
we  believe  that  one  day  this 
chapter  will  be  recognized  na- 
tionally by  the  national  honor 
society  Sigma  Theta  Tau,  the 
society  follows  its  guidelines  as 
bylaws.  The  first  constitution  of 
this  organization  was  formed  in 
January  of  1978.  Application  for 
Sigma  Theta  Tau  chapter  mem- 
bership was  filed  in  October  1978 
and  on  May  9,  1979,  Dr.  Joseph- 
ine Dolan,  Sigma  Theta  Tau  re- 
presentative, will  visit  the  Nurs- 
ing Honor  Society  of  Fitchburg 
State  College  for  evaluation  of 
chapter  eligibility. 

Each  year  the  Nursing  Honor 
Society  sponsors  a  number   of

programs  and  by  no  means  are 
they  limited  to  members  only. 
Informal  discussions,  formal  lec- 
tures, and  campus  activities  are 
open  to  all  faculty  and  students, 
as  well  as  to  the  public  in  an 
effort  to  provide  relaxation 
and/or  knowledge  to  the  sur- 
rounding community.  In  the  past 
the  NHS  has  sponsored  pro- 
grams on  such  topics  as  Divorce 
Resolution,  IV  Therapy,  Stoma 
Nursing,  Touch  for  Healing,  and 
Cancer  Day.

Fitchburg  State  College  will  be 
offering  a  series  of  non-credit 
community  service  courses  dur- 
ing the  Spring  for  area  residents. 
The  course  offerings  include  a 
study  of  the  history  and  archi- 
tecture of  Fitchburg,  the  theory 
and  practice  of  jogging,  trends  in 
childbirth  and  methods  of  coping 
with  stress. 

The  courses  will  be  held  during 
the  evening  between  7  and  9 
p.m.,  except  for  the  childbirth 
course  which  will  be  held  on  a 
Saturday.  Because  the  courses 
are  a  community  service,  only 
minimal  fees  are  charged  to 
cover  expenses. 

The  course  on  the  history  and 
acrhitecture  will  review  histori- 
cal trends  and  styles  in  the 
business,  industrial  and  residen- 
tial construction  of  early  Fitch- 
burg and  will  include  a  Saturday 
walking  tour  of  the  city.  It  will  be 
held  on  Wednesday  evenings, 
beginning  April  4,  and  the  course 
fee  is  $30.00 

Trends  and  Choices  in  Child- 
birth is  a  workshop  which  will 


discuss  such  topics  as  prepared 
childbirth,  medical  interventions 
in  the  birth  process,  birthing 
rooms  and  home  deliveries.

The  course  will 
be  held  on  Tuesday  evenings 
beginning  April  3,  and  the  fee  is 
$50.00

The  Fitchburg  State  Food  Co-op 
has  been  active  for  several  weeks 
selling  a  variety  of  staples, 
produce,  cheese,  juices,  and  can- 
ned goods.  The  Co-op  has  de- 
creased its  expenses  by  buying 
from  the  local  Cefalo  Brothers 
produce  distributors,  and  this 
decrease  is  being  passed  on  to 
members  in  the  form  of  a  markup 
reduction.  Buying  from  Cefalo's 
also  allows  the  Co-op  to  buy  new 
items  in  small  quantities,  in 
order  to  increase  the  variety  of 
produce  offered  to  the  College 
community.  If  anyone  wishes  to 
have  an  item  added  to  the  Co-op 
food  list,  please  leave  a  note  on 
the  bulletin  board  in  the  Co-op, 
which  is  open  during  the  day  on 
Thursdays.  If  there  is  sufficient 
demand,  a  suggestion  will  be- 
come a  permanent  pre-order 
item.

This  being  the  first  time  seeing 
Livingston  Taylor,  or  even  hear- 
ing Full  Moon  Revue,  I  will  say 
that  this  entire  review  is  based 
on  first  impression  only. 

The  concert  was,  however,   a 
truly  captivating  experience. 
Fall  Moon  Revue 

The  well  known  trio  of  Full 
Moon  Revue  opened  the  concert 
and  were  accepted,  as  usual,  with 
a  warm  response. 

The  excited  crowd  mellowed 
out  temporarily  during  their 
performance  time,  and  were 
soothed  by  the  Revue's  easy 
country  blues  and  soft  rock 
music. 

Their  style  is  reminiscent  of  the 
big  bands  era  with  a  little  bit  of 
Bette  Midler  mixed  in.  The  result 
is  a  style  as  original  as  their 
music,  which  is  entirely  self-com- 
posed. 

All  three  of  the  band's  mem- 
bers, Barbara,  Suzy  and  Eddie, 
put  forth  an  excellent  effort  and 
proved  that  their  musical  talent 
is  nothing  to  be  scoffed  at.  They 
are  good. 

This  excellence  is  shown  in  their 
vocals  as  well  as  their  instru- 
mental talents.  The  light  har- 
mony blends  perfectly  and  the 
result  is  magnificent. 

Finally,  I  will  say  a  few  words 
about  their  performance. 

While  I  think  the  band  is 
excellent  (talent  wise),  I  didn't 
really  like  their  performance. 

There  is  a  limit  to  being 
informal  and  I  think  they  sur- 
passed it.  There  were  too  many 
pauses  in  between  numbers,  too 
much  idle  conversation  during 
these  pauses,  and  the  few  corny 
jokes  only  worsened  the  situa- 
tion. 

I  also  didn't  like  their  music 
first.  However,  as  I  said  before, 
this  in  entirely  first  impression. 
As  the  concert  progressed,  I 
found  myself  enjoying  the  music- 
my  conclusion:  If  you  don't  like  it 
at  first,  hang  in  there.  It  grows 
on  you. 

After  a  fifteen  minute  inter- 
mission, the  lights  dimmed  once 
more  and  the  crowd  seemed  to 
simultaneously  lose  their  mel- 
lowness and  regain  the  scream- 
ing mania  of  an  hour  before. 
Livingston  Enters 

The  stage  is  dim  and  perhaps  a 
bit  hazy.  Suddenly,  from  out  of 
the  right  wing,  a  tall,  spare 
southern  gentleman  appears  on 
stage. 

He  is  dressed  fashionably  in  a 
light  brown,  three-piece  suit  - 
complete  with  a  coordinating  tie 
and  a  red  carnation  in  his  lapel. 

The  figure  takes  a  deep  bow  and 
then  another,  and  slowly  makes 
his  way  to  the  microphone.  He 
utters  a  few  words  of  Japanese, 
repeats  the  bow  and  immediately 
the  audience  is  captivated  by  this 
proud  and  proper  gentleman  who 
stands  before  them.  And  he 
hasn't  even  sung  a  note  yet... 

Yes,  dear  readers,  this  is  the 
Livingston  Taylor  we  have  been 
waiting  to  see  and  hear. 

He  was  greeted  with  a  warm, 
enthusiastic  response  which  con-

tinued  on  throughout  the  '  per- 
formance. 

Liv's  manner  is  easy  going, 
perhaps  even  a  bit  eccentric.  His 
audience  is  immediately  put  at 
ease  by  his  softspoken  noncha- 
lant manner. 

Within  a  short  time  it  could  be 
seen  that  the  entire  audience  was 
pulled  in  by  his  natural  magnet- 
ism and  soon  became  involved  in 
this  magnificent  concert  exper- 
ience. The  result  caused  most  of 
the  fans  to  participate  in  hand 
clapping  and  cries  of  happiness 
and  satisfaction.  In  fact,  the 
audience  participation  was  su- 
per. 

The  general  response  to  Liv 
could  have  been  compared  to  a 
Beatle's  crowd  in  the  early 
sixties. 

Style  and  Music 

Liv  has  the  Taylor  talent  and 
style  and  his  performance  was  no 
less  than  fantastic. 

His  sound  is  similar  to  brother 
James,  but  at  the  same  time 
unique  to  Liv. 

He  played  soft  rock/rhythm  and 
blues  with  the  flair  of  a  classical 
guitarist. 

His  music  is  a  mixture  of  both 
original  and  redone  tunes,  but 
even  the  redone  songs  were  put 
across  with  Liv's  unending  style 
and  excellence. 

His  music  seemed  to  capture 
him  as  well  as  his  audience.  At 
times,  Liv  would  pace  the  stage 
with  a  look  of  deep  involvement 
his  face,  while  his  magical  fingers 
plucked  out  a  difficult  guitar 
sequence.  During  these  times,  he 
semed  to  be  off  in  a  world  of  his 
own  -  but  he  never  lost  his  grasp 
on  his  audience. 

Musical  Achievements 

During  the  concert,  Liv  per- 
formed several  numbers  -  ev- 
erything from  serious  love  songs 
to  silly  songs. 

Halfway  through  "3/4  Time," 
Liv  forgot  the  words  momen- 
tarily but  he  didn't  panic  -  his 
nonchalant,  easy  manner  showed 
through  again  and  he  was  in- 
stantly forgiven. 

Liv's  single  Hit,  "I  Will  Be  In 
Love  With  You,"  was  performed 
beautifully  and  it  was  accepted 
by  the  audience  without  regrets 
-  only  sheer  delight.  The  audi- 
ence response  showed  it  to  be  the 
most  popular  number  of  the 
concert. 

After  a  small  introduction  on 
simple  songs,  Liv  moved  to  the 
piano  and  sang  a  simple  song  to 
his  dog.Rufus.  Another  silly  song 
overflowed  with  nostalgia.  This 
song  reminisced  about  bedtime 
during  the  childhood  stage.  This 
number,  as  with  all,  received 
much  applause. 

As  with  the  other  instruments, 
his  banjo  picking  was  magnifi- 
cent. These  numbers  ranged 
from  beautiful  instrumental  to 
some  down  home  banjo  blues. 

Throughout  the  entire  concert 
the  audience  participation  was 
super. 

One  can  easily  see  how  this 
man,  with  a  little  help  from  his 
fans  (like  us  at  FSC),  may  be  a 
legend  in  his  own  time.

His  blundering 
fall  from  the  wall  of  Capulets 
garden  during  a  dramatic  exit 
from  Juliet  is  an  amusing  touch. 
He  stumbles  into  love  and  gal- 
lantly pursues  its  course. 
Another  memorable  actor  is 
Michael  Hodern  as  Capulet.  He 
wonderfully  creates  the  childlike 
temperament  and  absentminded 
concern  of  Juliet's  father.  Cap- 
ulet is  contented  whenever  he 
receives  his  heart's  wish  but  flies 
into  a  rage  when  he  is  crossed. 
His  fatherly  concern  for  Juliet 
quickly  ceases  when  she  chal- 
lenges his  choice  for  her  mar- 


riage partner.  He  says,  "Hang 
thee  young  baggage,  disobedient 
wretch  I  tell  thee  what,  -  get 
thee  to  the  church  o'  Thursday, 
or  never  after  look  me  in  the 
face." 

Two  other  characters,  the  nurse 
and  Mercutio,  provide  the  wel- 
come comic  relief  in  this  tragic 
play.  They  evoke  laughter  by 
their  mindless  ramblings  and 
lengthy  speeches.  Both  speak  a 
little  about  everything  and  a  lot 
about  nothing. 

Beyond  the  success  from  chara- 
cter expertise,  the  play  is  en- 
hanced by  the  medium  of  tele- 
vision. The  opportunity  for  cam- 
era close-ups  added  to  the  emo- 


tional impact  of  the  production. 

The  stress  of  Juliet  during  her 
monologues  is  clear.  The  distance 
between  actress  and  audience 
found  in  the  theatre  is  not  a 
problem  here. 

As  with  the  other  productions 
there  remains  an  audio  problem. 
The  audience  must  strain  to  hear 
fading  lines.  Remedy  of  this  flaw 
would  be  a  positive  change  for 
next  season's  plays. 

"Romeo  and  Juliet"  was  lengthy 
(over  three  hours)  but  moved 
quickly.  The  age-old  universal 
appeal  of  the  play  lingers.

Campus  Police -a  letter 


March  18, 1979 

Dear  Sir. 

The  purpose  of  this  letter  is  to  inform  you  of  the  problem  that  many  of  the 
students  on  this  campus  feel  exists.  It  can  be  summed  up  in  two  words. 
Lieutenant  Walsh. 

Two  incidents  this  past  weekend  (March  16 -181  provided  the  main  catalyst  for 
this  letter.  On  Friday  evening.  March  16.  at  about  1  A.M.,  I,  along  with  some  of 
the  other  members  of  my  w  ing  were  in  the  bathroom  making  noise.  There  were  no 
R.A.'s  asking  us  to  quiet  down.  The  bathroom  door  was  opened  and  there  was 
Walsh.  He  stated.  "You  boys  better  quiet  down  because  if  I  have  to  come  back 
here.  I'll  be  taking  some  of  you  with  me."  The  second  incident  occured  on 
Saturday  the  seventeenth  of  March.  We  were  having  a  dorm  party  at  which  there 
were  two  campus  police  officers.One  of  the  officers  placed  their  hat  down  and 
someone  picked  it  up.  Lieutenant  Walsh  immediately  informed  someone  in 
charge  that  the  party  had  to  stop  until  the  hat  was  returned.  The  question  being 
why  was  he  there  in  the  first  place  because  everything  was  proceeding  in  a  calm 
and  orderly  fashion,  and  secondly,  what  right  did  he  have  to  close  down  a 
sanctioned  dorm  council  sponsored  party  because  one  of  his  subordinates  could 
not  keep  track  of  their  equipment?  *** 

Lieutenant  Walsh  fails  miserably.  His  hard  assed  attitude  might  work  with 
criminals  but  all  it  does  is  bring  about  alienation  when  he  begins  threatening  at  a 
few  guys  who've  been  drinking  and  are  singing  in  the  bathroom.  What  is  going  to 
happen  when  there  is  a  crowd  situation  with  Lieutenant  Walsh  in  charge?  His 
mere  presence  usually  complicates  the  problem  in  that  it  evokes  hostile  feelings 
due  to  his  over-aggressiveness.  I'm  worried  that  his  actions  may  result  in  physical 
harm  to  either  students,  other  officers,  or  Lieutenant  Walsh  himself. 

I  sincerely  feel  that  this  matter  should  be  looked  into  at  once  for  it  would  be  in 
the  best  interests  of  this  school  to  have  a  security  force  that  is  backed  by  the 
students  100  per  cent.  Thank  you.

colloquy

On  Monday  evening,  March- 12, 
Dr.  Vincent  Forde  presented  the 
fifth  session  of  the  Human  Sexu- 
ality Colloquy  entitled  "Values 
and  Options:  The  Essential  Hu- 
manity of  Sexuality." 
Dr.    Vincent    Forde    spoke    of 
himself   as   a   "concerned   indi- 
vidual for  people  who  get  into 
different  situations  having  both 
short  and  long  term  effects." 
Dr.  Forde  defined  Sexuality  as 
an  expression  of  our  total  per- 
sonal selves  as  male  or  female.  A 
person  is  a  unique  subject.  We 
are  unreplaceable. 
Each    person    vas    a    set    of 
emotions  as  unique  as  our  fing- 
erprints.   Each    of    us    contain 
creativity  and  freedom,  the  free- 
dom to  create  ourselves. 
We  are  relational  beings.  Being 
in  a  relationship  is  important  as 
being  physical  and  psychological. 
Dr.  Forde  then  spoke  of  love  as 
the  all-fulfilling  relationship   in 
our   lives.   This   is   usually   ex- 
pressed in  a  sexual  manner.  It  is 
a  basic  human  craving  for  an 
emotional    relationship.    Each 
person  can  choose  to  be  celibate, 
sexualy  active,  live  together  or 
marry. 

Dr.  Forde  explained  six  values 
in  which  we  realize  the  potential 
in  us  to  be  loving  persons.  These 
values  include  not  only  what's 
good  for  you  but  also  how  happy 
the  other  person  is. 
The  first  value  is  that  sex 
should  be  self-liberating.  It  is  a 
total  gift  you  make  of  yourself.  It 
is  a  legitimate  self-interest.  It  is  a 
need  that  must  be  satisfied. 
The  second  value  is  that  sexual- 
ity should  be  other  encircling. 
One  must  be  concerned  for  the 
other  person's  well-being 
or  growth. 
The  third  value  is  honesty.  This 
is  the  most  difficult  value  to 
achieve.  People  pretend  to  feel 
certain  ways.  This  can  cause 
deep  pain  when  the  truth  is 
found  out. 


The  fourth  value  is  faithfulness. 
A  stability  is  erected  between 
two  people  in  which  jealousy  and 
possessiveness  are  absent. 

The  fifth  value  is  that  sex  is 
life-serving.  Persons  must  be 
aware  of  the  responsibility  to 
become  parents. 

The  sixth  value  is  that  sex  is 
joyous.  It  is  not  a  duty  but  a  deep 
quality  between  two  people. 
Swinging 

Dr.  Forde  then  talked  of  swing- 
ing. The  idea  of  swinging  is  to 
engage  in  sex  with  other  part- 
ners to  improve  a  marriage. 

If  swinging  reinforces  a  desire 
for  each  other  and  strengthens 
the  relationship  it  would  be 
understandable. 

Dr.  Forde  pointed  out  that  it  is 
against  logic  to  believe  in  this 
situation.  Both  have  to  reassure 
their  married  counterparts  that 
the  other  partners  don't  rate  as 
well  as  they  do  to  each  other. 
College  Students 

In  speaking  of  college  students, 
Dr.  Forde  sees  a  changing  attit- 
ude concerning  sex.  Students 
view  sex  as  a  spontaneous  and 
not-planned  event.  This  is  an 
immature  and  irresponsible  at- 
titude. Students  now  have  the 
attitude  that  if  they  decide  to  be 
sexually   active    they    must   be 


sexually  responsible.  Dr.  Forde 
sees  honesty  as  a  problem  with 
students. 

Living  Together 

Dr.  Forde  then  talked  of 
students  living  together.  Many 
times,  students  agree  to  live  with 
each  other  as  a  convenience.  One 
or  the  other  will  become  em- 
otionally involved.  When  gradu- 
ation comes,  they  break  up  and 
go  their  separate  ways.  Plans 
were  never  made  for  the  future. 
The  emotionally  involved  person 
will  be  deeply  hurt.  This  is 
usually  the  female.  Then  they 
find  it  hard  to  trust  someone 
again. 

Dr.  Forde  does  not  recommend 
living  together.  He  believes  "if 
they  really  and  truly  want  to  be 

together  they  should  marry." 
Dr.  Forde  also  spoke  ot  commu- 
nes. In  a  commune  there  is  a 
deliberate  decision  to  maintain 
emotional  distance  with  others. 
Otherwise,  people  would  pair  off. 
This  is  the  reason  why  commu- 
nes failed. 

The  people  present  at  the 
session  then  broke  up  into  small 
groups  to  discuss  the  various 
topics  of  Dr.  Forde's  presenta- 
tion.

News  on  loans

Fitchburg  State  College  has 
announced  that  it  is  taking 
aggressive  steps  to  reduce  a  20 
per  cent  default  rate  it  has  been 
experiencing  with  student  loans 
under  the  federally-funded  Na- 
tional Direct  Student  Loan  Pro- 
gram. 

The  Department  of  Health,  Ed- 
ucation and  Welfare  released  fig- 
ures last  week  which  showed  a 
17.3  per  cent  default  rate  in  the 
program  nationally,  with  Wash- 
ington D.C.  students  leading  the 
nation  with  an  overall  25.2  per 
cent  default  rate. 

"We  have  been  monitoring  the 
default  rate  closely"  said  Michael 
Rivard,  FSC  Director  of  Fiscal 
Affairs.  The  loan  program  has 
grown  substantially  since  its 
beginning  in  1962.  For  example, 
this  year  we  anticipate  lending 
over  $162,000  which  is  more  than 
one/sixth  the  total  amount  of 
$643,078  we  have  loaned  in  the 
17-year  history  of  the  program", 
he  added. 

The  college  has  hired  the  ser- 
vices of  two  agencies  to  correct 


the  default  rate.  A  billing  service 
that  will  improve  the  current 
billing  practices  by  increasing 
the  accuracy  and  frequency  of 
billing  and  a  collection  agency 
that  will  aggressively  pursue 
students  who  default  on  the 
loans. 

"We  anticipate  that  the  hiring 
of  these  two  agencies  will  have  a 
dramatic  effect  on  the  default 
rate",  says  Rivard.  "Frankly,  we 
are  not  a  lending  institution  and 
the  growth  of  the  program  in  the 
last  few  years  has  necessitated 
this  move. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Fontaine,  the 
Director  of  Financial  Aid  at  the 
college,  who  supervises  the  lend- 
ing end  of  the  program,  pointed 
out  that  the  criteria  for  lending  is 
financial  need. 

"Only  those  students  with  pro- 
ven financial  need  are  eligible  to 
borrow  NDSL  money,  yet  better 
than  80  per  cent  of  those  who 
have  borrowed  the  money  are 
paying  it  back",  she  said. 

Mrs.  Fontaine  also  pointed  out 
that  the  term  default  does  not 
mean  the  money  is  uncollectible 
or  that  it  will  not  be  repaid. 


Default  in  this  context  means 
the  former  student  is  late  in 
making  repayment  and  this  may 
be  due  to  a  host  of  temporary 
situations,  she  said. 

Both  Rivard  and  Fontaine  agree 
that  the  students  are  a  "high 
risk"  group  of  borrowers,  at  least 
in  the  short  term,  since  most  of 
the  students  are  already  in  need 
when  they  borrow  the  money 
and  are  facing  the  financial 
demands  of  new  families  and 
careers  at  the  time  of  repayment. 

"I  suspose  difficulties  are  to  be 
expected  in  a  program  where  the 
borrowers  are  not  screened  on 
the  basis  of  their  ability  or 
propensity  to  repay",  says  Riv- 
ard. "But,  we  expect  that  the  two 
new  agencies  we  have  hired  will 
impact  favorably  to  improve  the 
repayment  rate." 

Mrs.  Fontaine,  who  believes 
there  is  only  a  small  number 
among  the  default  group  who 
truly  intend  to  avoid  their  obli- 
gation, saj .  she  expects  that  the 
collection  agency  "will  show 
them  that  the  college  is  serious 
about  its  collection  efforts  and 
intends  to  see  all  loans  repaid."

Formal  intern  programs,  of 
course,  are  only  one  way  of 
gaining  experience  valuable  to 
career  planning.  Summer  em- 
ployment and  volunteer  work 
can  be  just  as  useful  to  personal 
development  and  future  profes- 
sional development.

Common  cause

Traditionally,  students  have  been  rather  apathetic  concerning 
the  intricacies  of  politics.  It's  easy  to  lull  oneself  into  thinking 
that  politics  needn't  bother  oneself,  because  of  the  relatively 
safe  atmosphere  of  remaining  in  college.  However,  the  recent 
action  by  our  state  government  raising  the  drinking  age,  has 
underscored  that  students,  like  any  other  citizens,  are 
definitely  affected  by  political  climates.  Consequently,  any 
issue  which  affects  government  also  affects  students,  either 
directly  or  indirectly. 

Presently  being  considered  by  the  House  of  Representatives 
in  Washington,  D.C.  is  a  bill  for  Partial  Public  Financing  for 
House  General  Elections  (HR  1).  The  bill  would  provide,  "a  fair 
and  equitable  system  of  public  funding  for  House  elections, 
matching  small,  private  contributions  with  funds  from  the 
voluntary  dollar  tax  checkoff  fund,"  according  to  Common 
Cause,  a  citizen's  lobbying  group.  The  tax  checkoff  fund  would 
be  similar  to  the  one  that  is  already  in  effect  regarding 
presidential  elections. 

This  bill  is  being  presented  to  partially  offset  the  influence  of 
special  interest  groups  on  Congressional  elections.  And  the 
special  interest  influence  is  definitely  increasing.  During  the 
1974  general  elections  there  were  608  Political  Action 
Committees  (PAC's).the  vehicles  through  which  corporations 
and  other  special  interests  funnel  monies  to  election  campaigns. 
Four  years  later  (1978)  the  PACs  had  grown  in  number  to  1910. 
In  1978,  roughly  three  times  more  money  was  funneled  through 
PACs  then  in  1974,  for  a  total  of  $32  million  dollars  going 
toward  campaigns  for  candidates  for  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives. 

Five  groups  supplied  over  $5  million  to  these  elections:  AMA 
(11.5  million),  National  Association  of  Realtors  (1.1  million), 
National  Auto  Dealers  ($968,775),  United  Auto  Workers 
($897,475),  and  AFL-CIO  ($830,150.  When  the  representatives 
vote  on  issues  that  affect  both  the  citizens  at  large  and  these 
special  interests,  it  will  be  educational  to  learn  how  they 
actually  vote-and  why  they  vote  a  particular  way. 

We  should  learn  a  lesson  from  the  state's  raising  of  the 
drinking  age.  Students  must  become  active  in  politics  unless 
they  want  to  be  ignored  by  the  powers  that  be.  Students  can 
contact  their  representatives  and  urge  them  to  vote  for  HR  1.

Despite  the  much  advertised 
teacher  surplus  in  many  areas  of 
the  nation,  teachers  and  other 
educators  are  being  sought  by 
many  school  systems.
